Vandals Continue Damage 


Weekend vandalism has now stretched 
over into the early part of the week, with 
Andover police receiving reports of at 
least nine mail boxes and a fence knocked 
down in the North Street area, early Tues- 
day. 

The damage late Monday night capped 
another weekend of continued destruction 
of personal property during which a tem- 
porary fence at Rolling Green Motor Inn 
was knocked down and a car used to ruin a 
golf green at a cost of $8,000. 

The damage in the North Street area oc- 
curred sometime between 1 and 2:30 a.m. 
on Tuesday. Andover police received 


reports of nine mail boxes knocked over 
and destroyed, a fence knocked over and a 
name plate removed from a mail box. 

Late Friday night or early Saturday 
morning, vandals destroyed four mail box- 
es and a light post in front of a home and 
some rocks were thrown through a win- 
dow in a home. 

Saturday night there was a break in the 
Doherty elementary school, accompanied 
by some minor vandalism. 

Reports were also received concerning 
window damage to two cars and four cars 
had gasoline siphoned from tanks. 

One home was pelted with eggs during 


the weekend vandalism. 


Areas other than West Andover were 
also victimized by vandals who also 
destroyed mail boxes, knocked down 
fences and in one case set a front lawn 
afire. 


The continued weekend vandalism is not 
confined to a single section of the town. 
Police continue to seek assistance of 
residents of the community in calling in 
information regarding strange or 
suspicious activity in their neighborhoods 
in an effort to assist in the apprehension of 
those responsible. 
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Six students arrested on various drug 
charges were expelled from Andover High 
school by the school committee Tuesday 
night, and the seniors involved, barred 
from Wednesday night’s graduation exer- 
cises. 

The six, including two juveniles, were 
arrested Monday, some removed from 
school in handcuffs, following a three- 
month investigation during which police 
used an undercover agent posing as a stu- 
dent at the school. 

One Senior, Daniel J. Russo, 7 Sherry 
Drive, arrested on a charge of sale of a 
narcotic drug, was not allowed to take 
part in the graduation exercises, but the 
school committee said Tuesday night he 
would receive his diploma in the mail. 

The action of the school committee 
came following a lengthy executive ses- 
sion, during which the parents of those 
charged were given a hearing with Supt.

Mitsakos and High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood in attendance. 

Shortly after 1 a.m. on Wednesday, 
Chairman Elaine Viehmann read a state- 
ment for the committee saying that ‘‘all 
students are suspended for the balance of 
the school year and will not be allowed to 
take part in any school functions. One 
senior will not take part in graduation, but 
will receive his diploma in the mail. Other 
seniors are expelled from school and will 
be allowed to petition the committee for 
their diplomas at the conclusion of the 
court case or after one year from this 
meeting, whichever comes first — one 
year from this meeting being June 6, 1980.

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Retiring From Phillips Academy 


Two long-time members of he Phillips 


Academy family are retiring. 

William H. Brown, 40 years an English 
teacher, coach and house counsellor will 
retire with his wife, artist Lee Brooks 
Brown, to 1411 Washington St., Bath, 
Maine in mid-June. 

Dr. Francis G. Soule, will retire as 
medical director at the academy, June 7, 
although he will continue his association 
with PA’s Isham infirmary. 

A native of Reading, Bill Brown intered 
PA in the fall of 1930 and graduated with 
the class of 1934. His father, Rodney W. 
Brown lived on Andover’s Bancroft Road 
from 1934 until his death. After graduation 
from Harvard in 1938, Brown was hired by 
Phillips’ then-Headmaster Claude M. 
Fuess — and he has been at PA ever since, 
except for World War II service as a cap- 


tain with Army Signal Intelligence. After ; 
the war he received his master’s degree 5 


from Middlebury College’s Breadloaf 
School of English. 

Bill Brown’s contributions to the 
academy have centered on the main pur- 
pose of the school — the education and 
development of youth — As English 
teacher, department chairman, coach and 
housemaster of boys. In 1965 he was ap- 
pointed instructor in English on the 
Emelie Belden Cochran Foundation and 
since 1972 has held the post of instructor in 
English on the Independence Foundation 
Teaching Endowment. 

As department chairman, 1964-1972, he 
was instrumental in the development of 


the academy’s nationally-known English 


Competence course. He is the author of | 
English textbooks; in addition, he has @ 


served the school as editor and columnist 
for the ‘Andover Bulletin,’ the academy’s 


alumni magazine. More recently, he has § 
been founding editor of ‘The Andover * 


Review,’ a journal of theory and practice 
of secondary school education, published 
by Phillips Academy. He has served his 
school on committees of policy, energy 
and conservation, faculty housing, and the 
Bicentennial Inquiry. Beyond the Andover 
campus he has given valuable service to 
the College Board, Advanced Placement, 
Educational Testing Service, and con- 
ferences for secondary school and college 
English teachers. 

Brown has served Phillips Academy as a 
coach just as many years as he has taught 
English. He coached gold and squash and 
years ago instituted a sailing program on 
Lake Cochichewick, but his real legacy to

school athletics is the Andover crew 
program, which owes its existence and 
reputation to him. His hours on the 
Merrimack River coaching rowers 
brought Andover championship crews and 
more than one trip to the Henley-on- 
Thames Regatta in England. It was a 
bitter blow that this spring, in Brown’s 
last season as crew coach, the entire crew 
program for boys and girls was jeopar- 
dized when valdals broke into the 
boathouse and demolished all the school’s 
shells; special funding must be sought for

its continuation. The gratifying support of 
other schools, who lent shells to PA for the 
season, is understood as a tribute to 
Brown’s long-time leadership in New 
England school rowing. 

Bill’s third role at the Academy — house 
counselor — enjoys the strong support of 
his wife, Lee. In addition to raising their 
own four children, the Browns have 
providedd a supportive atmosphere for 40 
years of students in Johnson Hall and 
Pease House. Lee, a sell-known artist, is a 
Philadelphia native but also comes from 


and Andover tradition; her grandparents, 
the Brooks family, lived in the town before 
1900 and he father was a Phillips alumnus. 
An exhibition of her paintings, prints and 
photographs, along with paintings and 
drawings by Laura Allis, wife of another 
Phillips retiree, Frederick S. Allis, Jr., is 
currently on display at the Addison 
Gallery through June 10, along with 
photographs by Lotte Jacobi. One of the 
originators of the Mill Studio group in 
Ballardvale, Lee Brown is known for her 
watercolors and drawing, both portraits 
and landscapes, but now is working in 
silkscreen, photography and other media 
as well. 

When the Browns move to the Maine 
seacoast they take with them a sea-going 
single shell presented to Bill Brown last 
week by crew members and friends.

After internship he joined the U.S. Navy 
Medical Corps, and after World War II 
completed his training with a specialty in 
internal medicine and an interest in 
tropical diseases. He is a Fellow of the 
American College of Physicians. 

Since retiring from the Navy, Dr. Soule 
has been Medical Education Director at 
Beverly Hospital, then a medical staff 
member and Director of Education at the 
Lahey Clinic. When his second and third 
sons, Dick and Bob, entered Phillips, he 
joined the Isham _ Infirmary-Hosptial’s 
consulting staff, was elected its president 
and in August, 1979 was appointed Medical 
Director.

a seventh person, who has moved from the 
area. 

Parents at Tuesday’s school board 
meeting, while awaiting hearings, ex- 
pressed displeasure with the manner in 
which the case was handled, in that the 
police had used an undercover man who 
mingled with the young people and sought 
purchase of drugs. Some felt the action 
took place off school grounds. Others were 
of the opinion that those arrested were 
minor offenders and that law enforcement 
agents should be going after the prime 
dealers. 

But, Detective Sgt. Robert Parker of the 
Andover police, who was in charge of the 
operation initiated three months ago, said 
earlier Tuesday that the arrests could be 
just a beginning toward curtailing drug ac- 
tivity in the town and in the schools. 


He said the intelligence gained through 
the use of the agent, along with other 
sources, has provided police with substan- 
tial leads on drug problems in Andover. 

The agent, a 25-year-old police officer 
from a New Hampshire community, was 
young enough in appearance to pass for an 
18-year-old. 

He attended parties with the young peo- 
ple and classes at the school, leaving the 
school last Friday. 

He had been introduced as a transfer 
student, and was provided an Essex street 
apartment. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said the series 
of events which led to the Monday arrests 
began about three months ago when Sgt. 
Parter conferred with him. Both agreed 
that there was a drug problem and that it 
was amplifying at the high school. 

Only Seifert, Sgt. Parker and the police 
chief initially were aware of the presence 
of the undercover agent. Even high schvol 
administrators were unaware of why the 
‘‘new student’ was there. 

At one point during the investigation 
process, the school committee had men- 
tioned drug problems at the high school to 
the superintendent and he said that he was 
aware of the matter and was working on 
it, not at that time informing the board of 
the actual activity. 

Convincing him of the necessity to seek 
action to curb drug activity at the school, 
Seifert said, was the fact that one student 
“had flipped out and hasn’t come down 
yet”’ due to drugs, while another remains 
hospitalized from treatment of drug 
abuse. 

Seifert said that when Sgt. Parker in- 
dicated that the department had reports of 
increased drug activity, he said the school 
administration was hearing the same 
thing, and ‘‘we agreed to the program”’ 
(use of an undercover agent.) 

‘‘We remain determined to have kids go 
to school for what the educational system

As for the handcuffing of the students 
Monday, Seifert noted ‘‘there was nothing 
illegal or unusual. No rights were violated. 
The police had a job to do and they did it. 


‘‘Parents have to realize their children 
are facing a variety of problems. Some 


will tend toward doing anything to ‘get our | 


kid through school.’ I find that objec- 
tionable. If the time comes for Johnny to 
pay his dues, then the facts have to be fac- 
ed. 

“Our duty is to provide a good environ- 
ment for children in our schools. The drug 
trafficking was tearing down that environ- 
ment and we had a duty to respond,’ 
Seifert said. 

The superintendent added that he was 
impressed with the way the police depart- 
ment carried out the investigation. ‘‘It 
was handled very well and I applaud Chief 
(David L.) Nicoll and his crew.” 

Those arrested were arraigned in 
Lawrence District Court Monday and their 
cases were continued to Saturday for hear- 
ing.

The school committee delayed Tuesday 
night a vote on whether to build a fence 
behind Andover High to keep students off 
Indian Ridge, where there have been com- 
plaints from residents about fires and van- 
dalism. 

The proposed chain-link fence would 
cost about $7000 or $8500 depending on 
whether it is six or eight feet high. 


Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said there was 
no money in the budget to build the fence.

School Plans 
Reviewed

Three ways of breaking Andover’s stu- 
dent population into elementary, junior 
and senior high schools were recommend- 
ed to the school committee Tuesday night, 
but none was adopted as the method which 
will finally be used. 

The organization of grades chosen by the 
school committee will in a large part in- 
fluence the outcome of the school building 
project. 

The primary goal of considering a 
reorganization, said Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert, is to ‘‘fit the schools to the child 
and not the child to the school.” 

The division recommended by principals 
and program directors in order of priority 
were: 5-3-4, 4-4-4 and 6-3-3. (The numbers 
represent how many grades are in each 
school. ) 

The committee will take time to 
evaluate the recommendations and to hear 
the reactions of parents before it votes for 
one of the options, committee Chairman 
Elaine Viehmann said. 

Lois Haslam, principal of the Doherty 
school, explained that the needs of 
children vary from age five to 18. She said 
an important transitional period, early 
adolescence, can begin in the upper 
elementary grades. 

There, children need more specialized 
classes, competition and freedom than 
younger children, she said. About fifth 
grade, many students are ready for a 
junior high atmosphere. 

This transitional period played a large 
part in the decision about the 
reorganizational plans, said Assistant 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos. ‘‘Kids at this level 
are very different than at any other level, 
as any parent knows,”’ he said. 

The 6-2-4 and 7-2-3 were ruled out 


because of the two-year ‘‘revolving door’ 
junior high they would create. Students 
would not get a chance to feel comfortable 
in a new school and teachers would not get 
a chance to know students, said Richard 
McGrail, principal of Hast Jr. High. 

The 6-6 possibility ignored the needs of 
early adolescents, McGrail said, and the 8- 
4 would force students into a rapid adjust- 
ment for high school. Also, the 8-4 would 
cause special facilities for early 
adolescents to be either duplicated or ig- 
nored. 

The divisions which were recommended 
were not perfect. Andover’s facilities are 
not up to par for the 5-3-4, McGrail said, 
and it would require staff retraining to im- 
plement. 

Fifth graders may be too young to be 
grouped with eighth graders as would be 
the case with the 4-4-4 arrangement, he 
said, but they may be too old to be grouped 
with second and third graders as in the 6-3- 
3. 

The three plans did, however, provide a 
longer. transition period in the junior 
highs, McGrail said. 

Selectman James Abramson, who 
attended the meeting, said that he agreed 
with the philosophy of fitting the schools to 
the children, but wanted to see cost- 
effectiveness taken into account. 

Committeeman Joseph Finn said he 
thought the final decision would be based 
on cost-effectiveness unless a large 
problem is found with one of the three 
recommended divisions. 

Chairman Elaine Viehmann said an 
architect would determine the cost- 
effectiveness of the three proposed plans. 

The school building committee, which 
meets tonight, will review the architect’s 
findings. 


New Line Studied 


A new sanitary sewer master plan, one 
of several factors which can help control 
and shape how Andover develops, is in the 
works. 

The new plan is being developed so An- 
dover can receive state and federal funds 
to replace the outfall sewer line with a 
larger one and to build a new sewerage 
pumping station with a larger capacity 
than the one at Riverina Road. 

The outfall line runs from the Riverina 
Road station to the regional treatment 
plant in Lawrence. The Riverina Road sta- 
tion is now running at capacity, pumping 
4.5 million gallons a day, and is expected 
to be too small by the early 1980's. 

Funds to develop the master plan have 
already been approved by the state and 
federal governments, and Camp Dresser 
and McKee, Inc., a Boston engineering 
firm, will begin work on it soon. 

Charles Parthum, senior vice president 
of the firm, briefed selectmen, planning 
board, board of health and the conserva- 
tion commission Monday night on the sites 
which seem appropriate for the new con- 
struction and on the history of the sewer 
lines to be replaced. 

The new outfall line could run parallel to 
the old one or along Route 495 to 
Lawrence. If a parallel line is chosen, its 
path will differ slightly from the old one’s 
to avoid structures which were built after 
the old line was placed in 1924, Parthum 
said, 

According to Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade, if the line was built 
along 495, it would not have to be shared 
with. North! Andover, 4nd access to ‘it 
would »be-easier, . 2 


The town would have to negotiate with 
the state to build there, he said. 

Sites being considered for the pumping 
station includ’ the present Riverina Road 
station’s site and the area north of 
Kenilworth Street. The bowling green in 
Shawsheen was mentioned by Parthum as 
a possible site, but that idea was dis- 
couraged by selectmen. 

The new pumping station would be about 
three times the size of the present one, 
Parthum said. 

Integrating the new master plan with 
the planning of road, water, school and 
drainage systems can help control how 
and where the town develops, according to 
Rhys G. Kear, community development 
and planning director. 


‘Historically, people looked at a sewer 
plan as a way of controlling growth,’’ he 
said Tuesday. ‘‘In and of itself, it doesn’t.” 

A more effective means of controlling 
growth, he said, is through zoning bylaws, 
and subdivision regulations. ‘‘Those are 
the tools,’ he said. 

Three public hearings will be held to dis- 
cuss the proposed construction and master 
plan, the first to be scheduled in July. 

The new master plan must consider 
sewering the entire town, not just part of 
it as was done in the last master plan 
made in 1957. 


This is a requirement of the state and 
federal governmen:s who could pay up to 
90 percent of the cost of the project, which 
must develop in three steps: planning, 


‘design and construction. Planning should 


take about a year design six to eight 
months and constr .ction. two years. 
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Shocking But Effective 


Action by local police this week in arresting high 
school students on drug charges has understandably 
brought some public reaction not all being of a com- 
plimentary nature. 

Some students were disturbed to view members of the 
student population being taken out of the school in hand- 
cuffs. 

Some adults concurred. : 

Also, there were complaints of the use of an under- 
cover agent to investigate and work with local police in 
ferreting out what they sensed was a problem at the 
school. 

Police had the full endorsement and co-operation of 
the school administration in working on the case. 

The investigation and arrests were the result of a con- 
ference between police and the school administrators 
some time ago, when it was agreed that there was a 
problem in drug traffic at the school. 

It should be understood from the outset that Monday’s 
events and the activity that led up to it, was all entirely 
legal. 

The effect, it should be hoped, is similar to the case of 
the farmer who slugged his ox between the eyes with a 
two by four and to a shocked observer said it was a good 
animal but to work you had to get his attention first. 

Quite possibly the Monday action will effectively in- 
form the townspeople that, yes, Andover is a fine com- 
munity, but it has problems similar to other towns and 
cities. 

It could alert the townspeople to other problems — 
such as the recurrent weekend vandalism. Such van- 
dalism attributed to rambunctious youths, occurs at 
early morning hours and includes destroying mailboxes, 
knocking down fences, running over lawns with cars, 


throwing eggs on houses. 


Vandalism is costly. It results in deployment of law 
enforcement agents from other, more important 
patrols or duties. It results in expenditures either by 
property owners or insurance companies, the latter 
resulting in increased premiums for all. 


Drug traffic is a more serious matter. It is dangerous 
to those involved in its use. It leads to other problems, 
such as theft to obtain funds for purchase of drugs. 

All things considered — to put it in modern day 
parlance — it’s a bad scene. 

Working to curb the problem before it worsens serves 
to point out that the problem had gone on long enough 
and that action was necessary. 

It may be difficult to accept the fact that some young 
people will have to suffer for their actions, but assured- 
ly they must have been aware that their actions were 
wrong and subject to court action. 

There is the further matter of alerting those still fool- 
ing with drugs, either sale or use, that assuredly they 
will suffer similar consequences. Intelligence gained 
through the recent investigation and action has provid- 
ed police with names of persons who have been known 
to either use or sell drugs in the community. 

Frankly, while the matter is certainly an unpleasant 
one, hopefully its shocking effect will have some benefit 
for the community in general and the young people in 
particular. 

The action of police and school authorities in 
recognizing a growing problem is to be commended, 
rather than deplored — particularly if it serves notice 
that such activity as drug traffic will no longer be 
tolerated.
